oereas the general amazement and diſtrattion ottaſloned by the late dzeadful Fire was 
@ ſo great,that many perſons were ſurpziſed and overtaken by the Flames befoze they conld 
MS 1 time 02 apportunit to remobe any part of their Goods, andothers who made a 
ditt to remove ſome of their Goods, did pet do it in that haſte and confuſion, that they 
== were (ain to leave bery much behind them, By reaſon whereof great quantities of 
Plate, Poney, Jewels. Houſhold-tuffe,Goods and Merthandize, beſides many balue⸗ 
| able Materials foꝛ Building are daily found out and diſcovered amongſt the Ruins of 
== thoſe ſeveral Houſes which habe been deſtroyed, to which nevertheleſs the true Own- 
iets are fl legally and rightfully entitled , and habe in no ſozt loſt their pꝛopꝛiety; 
Noz2 wil nding of any Goods thus erpoſed ercuſe any. Perſon who ſhall wilfullp o2 felonioully take and 
- carry them awap from incurring the penalties of Law, which may in ſome caſcs extend even to the loſs 
of life, and in all caſes will extend to Fine and 'Ympziſonment , beſides the Damages which the injured party 
map recober by Ati ion. And whereas alſo divers perſcns have not withſtanding adventured, and do till day- 
iy pzeſume to take, ſeize, and carry away whatſoever they tan find o lap hands upon. which may be of any 
value oz confideration , of whom ſome fewo map poſſibly intend to reſtoze the ſame to the Rightful Owners as 
ſoon as thep ſhall be known ; And others map poſſibly have offended in this kind meerly chzough ignozance, 
not well underſtanding the nature of their Crimes in Law, noꝛ knowing the dangerous conſequences of their 
offences, no2 the ſeberitits to which they are become lpable. His Pafeſtp theretoze to the end that all his 
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Subjects may know the danger of the Labo, and that they may be left without anp kind of excuſe oz pittp if 
they bzing the extremities of Law upon themſelves, Haththolight fit by this his Ropal Pzoclamation to publiſh 
and detlare, and doth hereby require and command all perſong whatſoever who have ſeized o2 poſſeſſed any Plate, 
Jewels, Poney, Houſhold-ſtuffe, Goods oz Merthandize, ozany Paterials foz building not truly and of right 
belonging to them, that they do within the ſpace of eight daies after this his Pꝛotlamat ion cauſe the ſame to 
be bzought into the Armoyy in Finsbury-ficlds, and there delivered unto ſuch Perlons as by the Lozd Ma poꝛ and 
Court of Aldermen ſhall be appointed to receive the ſame, To the end the ſame may be Inbentoꝛped and pꝛe⸗ 
ſerved there foꝛ the true and rightful Owners. and reſtoꝛed to them after the Charges cf keeping the lame, and 
a competent Reward to the Parties who found them and bzought them in ſhall ve firſt deducted, which 
Reboard ſhall be aſſeſſed by the Lozd Mayo? and Aldermen, oꝛ ſuch other of the Court of Aldermen as by 
them ſhall be appointed, and the Names of the Parties krho ought to receive the ſaid Reward ſhall be duelp 
Regiſtred and Entred: And his Majeſty doth hereby declaw, That all Perſons in whoſe polſeſſion any Goods 0; 
Mercþandizes ſhall be found after the ſaid Eight daysexpired, whereof they cannot pꝛobe themſelves to be the 
true and Lawful P2opzietozs, ſhall be p2oceeded againſt ir bis Name and at his Suit, as perſons that habe 
bzoken the Peace, and polleſt themſelves by Rapines and ſpcyle of other mens Goods, his Majeſty being reſol- 
ved to puniſh theſe Crimes and offences with the utmoſC! ſeberities of Law, and even with the paines of 
Felony where the Caſe will bear it. And hereof all Judgs, Juſtices of Peace, Wapozs, Juro2s,Conſtables, 
and all others his Majeſties Officers and Miniſters in all his Courts of Juſtice and Publick Seſſions are re- 
- quired to take notice, and to ſee that ſtrict and effectual noſetution be had accozdinglp.
